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Colorado shooting suspect 
hit with 142 charges

CENTENNIAL, Colorado 
(AFP) - Prosecutors hit grad 
school dropout James Holmes 
with 142 charges yesterday 
after a gunman shot dead 12 
people and wounded scores 
more in one of the worst mass 
killings in US history. 

The 24-year-old neuro¬ 
science student allegedly burst 
into a midnight viewing of the 
latest Batman film, "The Dark 
Knight Rises," then opened fire 
into the packed auditorium with 
a high-powered assault rifle. 

Ten of the 58 who were 
wounded in the July 20 attack 
remain hospitalized and four 
are in a critical condition, leav¬ 
ing open the possibility that the 
huge charge sheet could yet 
grow longer. 

Holmes stunned observers 
at his bizarre first court appear¬ 
ance last week, when he alter¬ 
nated between staring out 
wild-eyed and slumping drow¬ 
sily under a mop of brightly- 
dyed orange and red hair. 

He appeared more focused 
yesterday, but he spoke little, 


saying "yes" just once after 
Judge William Sylvester asked 
if he was willing to waive his 
right to a preliminary hearing. 

Prosecutors have said it will 
be several weeks before a de¬ 
cision is made on whether or 
not to seek the death penalty 
for Holmes. 

Only one person has been 
executed in Colorado since 
capital punishment was rein¬ 
stated in 1976. But the 40-page 
charge sheet underlined their 
efforts to ensure he is severely 
punished. 

Holmes faces two counts of 
first degree murder for each of 
the 12 people killed — one each 
for their deliberate killing and 
one more for killing through 
"depraved indifference" to the 
lives of his victims. 

He also faces 116 attempted 
murder charges for wounding 
58 more people in the theater 
with indiscriminate firing, one 
count of possession of an ex¬ 
plosive device and one sen¬ 
tence enhancement count for a 
"crime of violence." 


Aruba’s own Sarah-Quita Of¬ 
fringa, the record-holding 
PWA Women’s World Cham¬ 
pion in Freestyle and Slalom 
has done it again during the 
Sotavento Fuerteventura 
World Cup in Spain, which 
just ended with her success¬ 
fully retaining her world title 
against second place contender 
Laure Treboux of Switzerland. 
After the last of three double 
eliminations on Sunday, July 
29 she claimed the top spot on 
the winner’s podium and Yoli 
Freites De Brendt of Venezuela 
won third place. 

This is the 5th consecutive 
year that Sarah-Quita has won 
the world title, after setting a 
record at the age of 17 by 
being the youngest profes¬ 
sional windsurfer to be a world 
champion, as well as holding 
the record for the youngest 
contender ever to win gold on 
the professional circuit. 

Considered a long shot by 
pundits who predicted she 
would claim the bronze back 
then, she set the windsurfing 
world on its ear when she de¬ 
feated the favored athletes to 
take the world title, and has not 
given up one inch in maintain¬ 
ing her top spot since. Last 
year, she also made history by 
winning the Women’s World 
Champion Slalom title as well; 
few women surfers present 
such a double treat. 

Sports writers have de¬ 
scribed her performance in 
Spain this year as “simply bril¬ 
liant. . .leaving the judges with 
no doubt” “Sarah-Quita is 
crowned” screamed the Span¬ 
ish headlines. Now pundits de¬ 
scribe her as the athlete who 
“continues to dominate 


women’s freestyle.” 

“It was really nerve-wrack¬ 
ing; it was crazy,” confessed 
her mother Esther, “since they 
don’t expect another women’s 
freestyle contest this year they 
really took it to the end. There 
were three double elimina¬ 
tions, so the final results were 
drawn out and despite her con¬ 
tinuing victories, nothing was 
settled until the very last 


round. It was emotionally ex¬ 
hausting for us all.” 

Despite the tough battle, 
Sarah-Quita was her usually 
ebullient self for the finish, a 
champion in every sense of the 
world!

Thirteen signs you’re relationship is in 
deep trouble! 


NEAR ALEPPO, Syria (AFP) 
- Syrian government forces 
used helicopter gunships to 
strafe rebel-held districts in 
Aleppo on Monday and 
shelled the area on the third 
day of a pitched battle for the 
commercial capital. 

The fighting has sent some 
200,000 civilians fleeing the 
northern city, according to the 
United Nations, which warned 
of a looming humanitarian ca¬ 
tastrophe, while France said it 
would call an urgent UN Secu¬ 
rity Council meeting on Syria. 

The head of the UN ob¬ 
server mission inside Syria 
said he had witnessed heavy 
shelling of Homs, Syria's third- 
largest city, on a field visit on 
Sunday during which UN chief 
Ban Ki-moon said the convoy 
came under small-arms fire by 
unknown assailants. 

The army's offensive in 
Aleppo was focused on Sala- 
heddin district in the south¬ 
west, a stronghold of the rebel 
Free Syrian Army, said the 
Syrian Revolution General 
Commission. 

The army said later that it 
had overrun Salaheddin, al¬ 
though the rebels denied the 
claim. 

Colonel Abdel Jabbar al- 
Oqaidi, head of the Free Syrian 
Army military council for 
Aleppo, insisted government 
troops had "not progressed one 


meter," and that the rebels still 
controlled "between 35 and 40 
percent of Aleppo." 

Inside the embattled dis¬ 
trict, whole streets and build¬ 
ings were damaged, and 
electricity cables could be seen 
dangling between them. 

While battles raged nearby, 
about 200 people waited in a 
queue to buy their daily bread 
from a rebel-controlled bakery. 

Just outside Aleppo, rebels 
seized a strategic checkpoint 
after a 10-hour battle, AFP 
saw. 

By securing the checkpoint, 
some five kilometres (3.8 
miles) northwest of Aleppo, 
the rebels now control a direct 
route between the Turkish bor¬ 
der and the commercial capi¬ 
tal. 

An AFP correspondent said 
the rebels captured seven tanks 
and armoured vehicles, and de¬ 
stroyed an eighth vehicle. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
human Rights said the rebels 
had been able to make use of 
the captured armour. "Rebels 
used a tank they had captured 
from the army to target the 
military airport," the Britain- 
based watchdog said. 

UN mission chief Lieu¬ 
tenant General Babacar Gaye 
said he was "deeply concerned 
about the ongoing violence 
from both sides in Aleppo." 


Those who have come to me 
for marriage counseling know 
that I am not an advocate of 
divorce.

lates. Research has pointed 
out several specific “danger 
signals” that point to a seri¬ 
ous break up in a marriage. 
Knowing these “danger sig¬ 
nals” early enough and eli¬ 
minating them is key to 
permanency in a relationship. 
Let me give you 13 universal 
signs that you can know that 
you’re headed for divorce... 
unless you do the work to 
avoid it: 

1. Dumping on others 

The moment a couple or 
spouse dumps their internal, 
personal problems on others 
- a friend, neighbor, col¬ 
league, family member, the 
beginning of the end of their 
relationship has begun. Shar¬ 
ing your private situation is 
never a healthy thing to do. 
The more time that passes 
after that, without any efforts 
made to remedy the situation, 
the lower the odds that the 
marriage will survive. 


2. Disconnect 

If in the course of time 
you have disconnected from 
each other, you have in¬ 
creased your chances for 
ruin. Couples whose mar¬ 
riages are over, or nearly 
over, have usually discon¬ 
nected from each other. That 
is, they no longer spend time 
together, they do nothing to¬ 
gether, and they no longer go 
out together. They actually 
feel relief not to be with each 
other. This is a certain sign 
that the marriage is on the 
rocks. 

3. Distancing from an 
issue 

If one spouse repeatedly 
brings up an issue that you 
have not talked about suffi¬ 
ciently and solved, and that 
spouse asks for help to solve 
the issue, but the other spouse 
simply continues to refuse to 
deal with the issue...your 
marriage is in serious trouble. 
That issue must be addressed 
by both spouses in order to 
bring closure or else the mar¬ 
riage could end on that very 
matter. 

4. Doing nothing about 
anything 

In many, perhaps most re¬ 
lationships, only one partner 
takes the initiative to try to 
solve a problem or issue. But 
unless they both work to¬ 
gether on a plan of action 
their relationship will be 
going nowhere. Only one 
spouse trying to solve an 
issue is like doing nothing. 
Experience has shown that if 
this persists for about a year 
and no change has been 


made, no progress...the mar¬ 
riage may be on the edge of 
failure. 


5. Disrespect 

A very key element in a 
healthy marriage is mutual 
respect. As a matter of fact 
the matter of respect is very 
important for a man, even 
more so than for a woman, 
but for both it is an important 
quality to have in a relation¬ 
ship. When respect is gone, 
when one partner in particu¬ 
lar consistently feels disre¬ 
spected and condescended 
the situation is very bad. 
When a marriage reaches the 
stage where respect is gone it 
becomes toxic. It leads to 
non-civil bickering and at¬ 
tacking/defending outbursts... 
and if this persists divorce is 
inevitable. 

6. Death of team 
work/spirit 

Typically in healthy rela¬ 
tionships couples work to¬ 
gether as a team on most 
things. They do parenting to¬ 
gether, support each other in 
careers and personal ambi¬ 
tions, they team up on finan¬ 
cial matters, etc. If the team 
work or team spirit has died, 
in that you’re moving along 
completely individually, sep¬ 
arately, and each is going his 
own separate ways doing his 
own things without each 
other on the day-to-day is¬ 
sues; that is a definite sign 
that the relationship is in deep 
trouble.

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US criticizes Chavez 1 anti-Israel 
comments

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Venezuela contributed to a "ris¬ 
ing tide of anti-Semitism” in 
2011, with virulently anti-Is¬ 
raeli and anti-Jewish statements 
in state media and by govern¬ 
ment entities, the State Depart¬ 
ment said yesterday. 

The annual International Re¬ 
ligious Freedom report called 
out President Hugo Chavez in 
particular for his stridently anti- 
Israel commentary. 

In a public letter to the UN 
Secretary General last Septem¬ 
ber, Chavez accused Israel of 
committing "genocide” and 
"ethnic cleansing" against the 
Palestinians. He also called Zi¬ 
onism "racism." 

Earlier in the year, a govern¬ 
ment-owned newspaper called 
a Norwegian mass murderer a 
"Sabbath goy," a term that is 
used for non-Jews who assist 
with activities that observant 
Jews are prohibited from per¬ 
forming on the sabbath. 

The report also notes that in 
April, the Ministry of Science 
and Technology hosted an ex¬ 
hibit claiming Israel was cre¬ 
ated as part of a "genocidal 
plan" by Jews who wanted to 
"ethnically cleanse" Palestini¬ 


ans. The exhibit compared a se¬ 
curity barrier at the West Bank 
to an Auschwitz gas chamber. 

Other aspects of religious 
life in Venezuela, however, 
were relatively unfettered, the 
department said. 

Religious groups that criti¬ 
cized the government "were 
subject to harassment and in¬ 
timidation," but to no greater 
extent than other opposition 
groups, according to the report. 

It also noted that frosty rela¬ 
tions with the government of 
President Hugo Chavez pre¬ 
vented any dialogue on reli¬ 
gious freedom. Growing anta¬ 


gonism in 2010 led both coun¬ 
tries to withdraw their ambas¬ 
sadors. 

Chavez, 58 and just finishing 
treatment for cancer from which 
he has declared himself "cured," 
is seeking reelection October 7 
against Henrique Capriles, 40, 
who is a grandson of Jews, and 
is himself Roman Catholic. 

In Cuba, religious freedoms 
improved in 2011, the report 
said, but the Americas' only one- 
party communist regime contin¬ 
ued to repress "peaceful human 
rights activists," including by 
"preventing some of them from 
attending religious services."

7. Disloyalty

HAVANA (AFP) - The car 
crash that claimed the life of 
leading Cuban opposition fig¬ 
ure Oswaldo Paya was acci¬ 
dental, two Europeans who 
were in the vehicle at the time 
said at a press conference yes¬ 
terday. 

Cuba's dissident commu¬ 
nity suspected another vehicle 
might have forced the one car¬ 
rying Paya off the road, but the 
two surviving occupants told 
reporters that no other cars 
were involved. 


"There was no other vehicle 
that struck us from behind," 
Spaniard Angel Carromero 
said in a video shown at the 
press conference organized by 
Cuban authorities. 

Carromero was at the wheel 
at the time of the accident, 
which also killed a fourth oc¬ 
cupant in the car, in addition to 
Paya. The other crash survivor, 
Swedish political activist Jens 
Aron Modig, backed up that 
story in a live interview before 
reporters.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House called yesterday 
on Republican presidential 
hopeful Mitt Romney to ex¬ 
plain recent remarks including 
his apparent endorsement of 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital, a 
position that counters US pol¬ 
icy. 

Romney, in the midst of a 
three-nation tour, gave a 
speech Sunday in Jerusalem 
where he hailed the city as "the 
capital of Israel," in apparent 
support of a position held by 
the Jewish state but never ac¬ 
cepted by the global commu¬ 
nity. 

The comment was swiftly 
rejected by Palestinian nego¬ 
tiator Saeb Erakat as "unac¬ 
ceptable" and "harmful to 
American interests in our re¬ 
gion." 

But after Romney made 
fresh controversial statements 
yesterday to donors in Jeru¬ 
salem including suggesting Is¬ 
raeli "culture" helped explain 
the country's economic success 
— a position Erakat denounced 
as "racist" — President Barack 
Obama's office urged Romney 
to clarify his comments.

HYDERABAD (AFP) - 
Thirty-two people were killed 
yesterday when an overnight 
fire ripped through a coach of 
an express train as it carried 
sleeping passengers to the 
southern Indian city of Chen¬ 
nai, officials said. 

The accident, on a long-dis¬ 
tance service from New Delhi, 
occurred in the early hours of 
the morning near the town of 
Nellore in Andhra Pradesh state 
with an electrical short-circuit 
seen as the most likely cause.

DETROIT (AFP) - A US auto 
parts supplier has become the 
latest company to plead guilty 
to fixing prices of parts sold to 
German automakers following 
an international probe, US 
prosecutors said yesterday. 

The German subsidiary of 
TRW Automotive Holdings 
Corp agreed to pay a $5.1 mil¬ 
lion fine for its involvement in 
a conspiracy to fix the prices of 
parts sold to two German ma¬ 
nufacturers. 

The US Department of Jus¬ 
tice became involved because 
some of those vehicles were 
exported to the United States. 

"By agreeing to fix the 
prices of seatbelts, airbags and 
steering wheels, the conspira¬ 
tors eliminated competition for 
occupant safety parts in cars 
sold to US consumers," Scott 
Hammond, deputy assistant at¬ 
torney general for antitrust 
criminal enforcement, said in a 
statement. 

A total of seven companies 
and 10 individuals have been 
charged in the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation which has already net¬ 
ted $785 million in criminal 
fines. 

With 2011 sales of $16.2 
billion, TRW Automotive 
ranks among the world's lead¬ 
ing automotive suppliers. 

TRW officials said a related 
European Commission investi¬ 
gation is ongoing and it is "pre¬ 
mature to speculate on the 
outcome." 

"The actions connected with 
the DOJ settlement announced 
today conflict with what TRW 
stands for and are not consis¬ 
tent with our policies," TRW 
chairman and chief executive 
officer John Plant said in a 
statement. "Once we learned of 
the investigation, we moved 
very quickly to cooperate with 
the DOJ and bring this matter 
to a resolution." 

"In addition, we have put in 
place enhanced training and 
communications to ensure that 
everyone in the organization is 
clear that we do not tolerate 
such conduct." 

The supplier admitted to 
conspiring to fix prices from 
January 2008 until at least June 
2011 during meetings with 
competitors. 

Furukawa Electric Co. Ltd, 
DENSO Corp., Yazaki Corp., 
G.S. Electech Inc., Fujikura 
Ltd. and Autoliv Inc. previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty and were 
sentenced to pay more than 
$785 million in criminal fines. 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - Bill 
Clinton is to sprinkle political 
stardust on President Barack 
Obama's re-election bid by giv¬ 
ing the nominating address at 
the Democratic Party conven¬ 
tion, the campaign said yester¬ 
day. 

The 65-year-old former 
president, a hugely popular fig¬ 
ure more than 11 years after 
leaving office, will outline the 
economic arguments for giving 
Obama a second term in a 
speech on September 5 in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. 

"President Clinton oversaw 
the longest economic expan¬ 
sion in US history, pursuing 
many of the same policies that 
president Obama is proposing 
and implementing today," said 
2012 Democratic Convention 
Chair, Los Angeles Mayor An¬ 
tonio Villaraigosa. 

"That economic progress 
was squandered in the follow¬ 
ing decade by a set of decisions 
that exploded our deficit, 
crashed our economy, and hurt 
the middle-class. 

"So, there is no one better to 
lay out the choice in this elec¬ 
tion between moving forward 
with president Obama or 
falling backward with Mitt 
Romney, who supports the 
same failed policies that led to 
the worst economic crisis since 
the Great Depression." 


Obama and Republican 
challenger Mitt Romney are 
locked in a neck-and-neck bat¬ 
tle for the White House ahead 
of November 6 elections likely 
to be dominated by economic 
concerns weighing heavily on 
the electorate. 

The US economy has grown 
slowly in recent quarters as 
much of Europe has slipped 
backed into recession. Unem¬ 
ployment remains stubbornly 
high, above eight percent, and 
Obama has struggled to pro¬ 
duce lasting economic momen¬ 
tum. 

In American politics, rau¬ 
cous conventions are held a 
couple of months before 
polling day at which the rival 
candidates are formally nomi¬ 
nated, and where party 
grandees, and sometimes rising 
stars, try to whip up support 
with stirring speeches. 

Clinton addressed the con¬ 
vention four years ago in very 
different circumstances after 
his wife, Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton, narrowly 
missed out to Obama for the 
Democratic nomination. 

His address and endorse¬ 
ment of Obama, after being one 
of his fiercest critics, was seen 
as a crucial step in unifying the 
party behind what turned out to 
be a winning ticket.

US Democrats unveil bill 
to limit online ammo sales

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
congressional Democrats un¬ 
veiled new legislation yester¬ 
day aimed at cracking down on 
large sales of ammunition over 
the Internet, such as the pur¬ 
chases made by the alleged 
Colorado theater shooter. 

The Stop Online Ammuni¬ 
tion Sales Act, introduced by 
Senator Frank Lautenberg and 
congresswoman Carolyn Mc¬ 
Carthy, would ban the sale of 
ammunition by anyone who is 
not a licensed dealer and re¬ 
quire the dealers to report the 
sale of more than 1,000 rounds 
of ammunition to an unlicensed 
person. 

"It’s one thing to buy a pair 
of shoes online, but it should 
take more than a click of the 
mouse to amass thousands of 
rounds of ammunition,” Laut¬ 
enberg said in a statement. 

"This legislation is a simple 
common-sense step that would 
put safeguards in place to de¬ 
tect suspicious activity, helping 
to prevent the sale of ammuni¬ 
tion to a terrorist or the next 
would-be mass murderer.” 

James Holmes, a former neu¬ 
roscience student, is alleged to 
have used four weapons includ¬ 
ing an assault rifle to kill 12 peo¬ 
ple and shoot 58 more on July 
20 at a cinema in Aurora, Col¬ 


orado. He bought more than 
6,000 rounds of ammunition 
over the Internet in the previous 
two months, according to police. 

Calls to re-examine US gun 
laws have mounted in the wake 
of the massacre, but President 
Barack Obama's White House 
and the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic leadership in Congress 
seem reluctant to tackle the 
issue in an election year. 

McCarthy, whose husband 
was shot and killed in a 1993 
massacre on Long Island, said 
the new bill "pulls ammunition 
sales out of the shadows and 
into the light, where criminals 
can't hide and responsible deal¬ 
ers can act as a line of defense 
against the planning and stock¬ 
piling of a potential mass 
killer.” 

She said law-abiding gun 
owners should back the legisla¬ 
tion because it "hinders cri¬ 
minals from abusing the Se¬ 
cond Amendment right that our 
nation promises and could save 
innocent lives in the process.” 

Lautenberg and McCarthy 
also sponsored a bill 18 months 
ago to ban high-capacity am¬ 
munition magazines such as 
the ones used in Aurora and 
other mass shootings in recent 
years, but there has been no ac¬ 
tion taken. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday ac¬ 
cused Egypt, China and Euro¬ 
pean nations of harming 
religious freedom, citing a ris¬ 
ing tide of anti-Semitism, laws 
banning Muslim veils and at¬ 
tacks on Coptic Christians. 

In its first report on religious 
freedoms since the start of the 
Arab Spring uprisings, the 
State Department warned that: 
"In times of transition, the sit¬ 
uation of religious minorities in 
these societies comes to the 
forefront.” 

"Some members of society 
who have long been oppressed 
seek greater freedom and re¬ 
spect for their rights while oth¬ 
ers fear change. Those differing 
aspirations can exacerbate ex¬ 
isting tensions,” it warned. 

The report which details the 
situation in 2011 noted that in 
Egypt, although the Arab coun¬ 
try's interim military leaders 
had made gestures towards 
greater inclusiveness, sectarian 
tensions and violence had in¬ 
creased. 

It denounced "both the 
Egyptian government's failure 
to curb rising violence against 
Coptic Christians and its in¬ 
volvement in violent attacks.” 

Ambassador at large for re¬ 
ligious freedom, Suzan John¬ 
son Cook, acknowledged that 
places like Egypt were "still in 
transition” as new governments 
are installed following upris¬ 
ings in 2011 against autocratic 
leaders. 

"We're looking, as they 
form new constitutions, it's a 
wonderful opportunity to in¬ 
clude... religious freedom,” she 
told journalists presenting the 
report. Governments should 
also hold accountable those 
carrying out violent attacks 
against religious minorities. 

The State Department also 
signaled "a marked deteriora¬ 
tion during 2011 in the govern¬ 
ment's respect for and pro¬ 
tection of religious freedom in 
China” and noted that religious 


freedom does not exist in any 
form in North Korea. 

"In Burma, long-simmering 
tensions recently erupted in 
widespread violence against 
the marginalized Rohingya 
community,” Johnson Cook 
added. 

Myanmar or Burma, China 
and North Korea are among 
eight countries designated by 
US Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton as countries of particu¬ 
lar concern for their failure to 
recognize religious rights. 

They are accompanied by 
Eritrea, Iran, Saudi Arabia, 
Sudan and Uzbekistan. 

The report also warned that 
European nations undergoing 
major demographic shifts have 
seen "growing xenophobia, 
anti-Semitism, anti-Muslim 
sentiment, and intolerance to¬ 
ward people considered 'the 
other."’ 

It complains of a "rising 
number of European countries, 
including Belgium and France, 
whose laws restricting dress 
adversely affected Muslims 
and others.” 

The report also documents 
"a global increase in anti-Semi¬ 
tism, manifested in Holocaust 


denial, glorification and rela¬ 
tivism.” 

And it criticizes a law 
passed by the Hungarian par¬ 
liament to regulate registration 
of religious organizations. 

"The law went into effect on 
January 1, 2012, reducing the 
number of recognized religious 
groups from over 300 to fewer 
than 32,” it noted. 

Belgium and France have 
outraged many Muslims with 
laws against full veils, such as 
the niqab worn by many 
women in Saudi Arabia or the 
Afghan burqa, which went into 
force last year and in some 
places are punishable by fines. 

But in Europe, where many 
voters feel large Muslim immi¬ 
grant populations are not inte¬ 
grating well and that Islam 
poses a threat to women's 
rights, many see France and 
Belgium as leading the way on 
this issue. 

The report also took aim at 
countries, such as Indonesia, 
Pakistan and Saudi Arabia, 
using blasphemy laws to "re¬ 
strict religious liberty, constrain 
the rights of religious minori¬ 
ties and limit freedom of ex¬ 
pression.”

Deadly Ebola virus 
reaches Ugandan 
capital: president 


KAMPALA (AFP) - Uganda’s 
president Monday warned 
against shaking hands and 
other physical contact after the 
first death from the deadly 
Ebola virus in the capital Kam¬ 
pala. 

’’The Ministry of Health are 
tracing all the people who have 
had contact with the victims,” 
Yoweri Museveni said in a 
state broadcast, adding that 14 
people had died in total since 
Ebola broke out in western 
Uganda three weeks ago. 

”Do not take on burying 
somebody who has died from 
symptoms that look like Ebola 
— instead call health workers 
because they know how to do 
it... avoid promiscuity because 
this sickness can also go 
through sex,” he added. 

Seven doctors and 13 health 
workers at Mulago Hospital 
are in quarantine after ”at least 
one or two cases” were taken 
there, with one later dying, he 
said. 

”1 appeal to you to first of all 
report all cases which appear 
to be like Ebola, and these are 
high fever, vomiting, some¬ 
times diarrhoea, and with 
bleeding,” Museveni added. 

According to experts, de¬ 
spite being extremely virulent 
the disease is containable be¬ 
cause it kills its victims faster 
than it can spread to new ones. 

It has a fatality ratio of be¬ 
tween 23 and 90 percent, ac¬ 
cording to the WHO. 

Seven people suspected of 
having the virus have been iso¬ 
lated in Kigadi hospital, 
Ondoa said. 

The nearest death to the cap¬ 
ital previously had been in 
May 2011 in Bombo, 35 kilo¬ 
metres (21 miles) from Kam¬ 


pala, a city of some 1.5 million 
people. 

The rare haemorrhagic dis¬ 
ease, named after a small river 
in DR Congo, killed 37 people 
in western Uganda in 2007 and 
at least 170 in the north of the 
country in 2000. 

However, Museveni said 
that the virus had not been im¬ 
mediately identified this time, 
resulting in a delay. 

’’The bleeding which nor¬ 
mally accompanies Ebola did 
not take place initially among 
these patients,” he said, adding 
that health workers at first did 
not therefore realise what the 
problem was. "Because of that 
delay the sickness spread.” 

Health officials said that the 
source of the outbreak had yet 
to be confirmed but that the 
villages affected were located 
close to forests famous for sev¬ 
eral species of primates. 

’’The site where most of the 
cases occurred are close to 
Kibale forest where there are a 
lot of monkeys and birdlife,” 
said WHO representative for 
Uganda, Joaquim Saweka, 
adding that ”so far the WHO 
does not recommend any re¬ 
striction of movement.” 

Local communities had ini¬ 
tially also delayed reporting 
the outbreak because ’’evil 
spirits” had been blamed, said 
Ondoa. 

Ebola is characterised by the 
sudden onset of fever, intense 
weakness, muscle pain, 
headache and sore throat, often 
followed by vomiting, diar¬ 
rhoea and in some cases, both 
internal and external bleeding, 
according to the WHO. 

It spreads by direct contact 
with the blood or other body 
fluids of infected persons. 


Spain angers feminists 
tighten abortion law 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain’s 
conservative government has 
provoked a storm among 
women's groups with plans to 
tighten the country's abortion 
laws to make the procedure il¬ 
legal in cases where the foetus 
is deformed. 

The government announced 
it would alter an abortion law 
introduced by its Socialist 
predecessors in 2010 which 
gave women the legal right to 
abortion on demand for up to 
14 weeks of pregnancy. 

The 2010 law also allowed 
women the legal right to abort 


up to the 22nd week of preg¬ 
nancy in cases where the 
mother's health is at risk or the 
foetus shows serious deformi¬ 
ties. 

In cases of an extremely se¬ 
vere serious malformation of a 
foetus, an abortion could be 
carried out at any time if ap¬ 
proved by an ethics commit¬ 
tee. 

But last week Justice Min¬ 
ister Alberto Ruiz-Gallardon 
came out strongly against al¬ 
lowing abortion in cases of a 
deformed foetus.

Jewish communities to coordinate 
debate on circumcision 


VIENNA (AFP) - Austria's 
Jewish community (IKG) said 
Monday it was working jointly 
with its German and Swiss 
counterparts to keep religious 
circumcision legal, after re¬ 
peated calls for an end to the 
practice. 

The IKG was organising an 
international coordinating 
group with the Jewish commu¬ 
nities in neighbouring Ger¬ 
many and Switzerland, IKG 
president Oskar Deutsch told 
the Austria Press Agency on 
Monday. 

This follows a heated debate 
that began last month when a 
court in the western German 
city of Cologne ruled that cir-

reform, women could have an 
abortion only in cases of rape, 
serious deformity or when the 
mother's mental or physical 
health was threatened. 

The vast majority of the 
115,000 abortions carried out 
in 2009, the year before the re¬ 
form, were performed at pri¬ 
vate clinics and were justified 
on the grounds that the preg¬ 
nancy posed a "psychological 
risk” to the woman.

cumcision — observed by both 
Muslims and Jews on religious 
grounds — was tantamount to 
grievous bodily harm. 

A couple of hospitals in 
Switzerland followed suit, 
saying they would at least tem¬ 
porarily suspend such opera¬ 
tions. 

The governor of Austria's 
westernmost Vorarlberg 
province, Markus Wallner, 
meanwhile issued a provi¬ 
sional recommendation to hos¬ 
pitals not to perform 
circumcisions, even on reli¬ 
gious grounds. 

This prompted an unprece¬ 


dented joint call by Austrian 
Jews, Muslims and Christians 
on Friday for the government 
to "issue a clear commitment 
to religious freedom and to the 
legality of male circumcision.” 

In Germany too, MPs 
adopted a cross-party motion 
calling on the government to 
protect religious circumcision. 

Talking to APA, Deutsch 
said Monday he was con¬ 
vinced that "a law to protect 
religious circumcision for men 
will be passed in Germany.” 

The status quo in Austria, 
which already allows the prac¬ 
tice, will also be maintained, 
he said confidently.

Apple buys security firm for 
$350 million 



Apple has bought mobile secu¬ 
rity firm AuthenTec for around 
$350 million, giving the 


gadget maker technology in¬ 
cluding data protection and 
fingerprint security for mobile 
devices. 

Documents filed Thursday 
with regulators showed Apple 
paid $8 per share for Authen- 
Tec, a Florida-based company 
started in 1998. 

Customers of AuthenTec in¬ 
clude Apple’s key rival Sam¬ 
sung, as well as other tech 
firms such as Alcatel-Lucent, 
Cisco, Fujitsu and Hewlett- 
Packard. 

The security products are 
used to ’’protect individuals 


and organizations through se¬ 
cure networking, content and 
data protection, access control 
and strong fingerprint security 
on PCs and mobile devices,” 
according to the AuthenTec 
website. 

It has sold more than 100 
million fingerprint sensors and 
portable electronics, including 
15 million mobile phones. 

The move comes amid con¬ 
cerns about hacker attacks on 
mobile devices, especially 
Apple gadgets or those pow¬ 
ered by Google-backed An¬ 
droid software. 


Blockbuster Apple-Samsung 
trial packs US court 



Observers and lawyers packed 
a California courtroom Mon¬ 
day as the blockbuster patent 
trial got underway involving 
two of the world’s technology 
titans, Apple and Samsung. 

Jury selection began with a 
pool of 70 people in the court¬ 
room, who faced questions 
about whether they or their 
friends or family work for 
Apple, Samsung, Google, or 
Motorola. 

Google is not directly in¬ 
volved in the case but its An¬ 
droid operating system is used 
on Samsung devices and will 
figure prominently in the case. 
Google recently acquired Mo¬ 
torola Mobility, another maker 
of mobile devices. 

Before proceedings began, 
a line packed with dozens of 
people stretched far outside 
the federal courthouse in San 


Jose, California, in the heart of 
Silicon Valley. 

With the courtroom at ca¬ 
pacity, some journalists were 
required to sit in an overflow 
room to watch pre-trial mo¬ 
tions and jury selection by 
video. 

With US District Judge 
Lucy Koh presiding, members 
of the jury pool were brought 
into the courtroom for selec¬ 
tion of a 10-member panel, to 
be followed by opening argu¬ 
ments. 

Apple is seeking more than 
$2.5 billion in a case accusing 
the South Korean firm of in¬ 
fringing on designs and other 
patents from the iPhone and 
iPad maker. 

Samsung counters that 
Apple infringed on its patents 
for wireless communication, 
so the jury will sort out the 
competing claims. 

This is one of several cases 
in courts around the world in¬ 
volving the two big electronics 
giants in the hottest part of the 
tech sector, tablet computers 
and smartphones. 

While the results so far 
have been mixed in courts in 
Europe and Australia, Sam¬ 
sung is clearly on the defen¬ 
sive in the US case. 

Koh, who will preside in 
the jury case, has issued two 



temporary injunctions against 
US sales of Samsung's 10-inch 
Galaxy tablet and the Galaxy 
Nexus smartphone developed 
with Google. 

To make matters worse, a 
magistrate in the case ruled 
last week that Samsung failed 
to retain key evidence in the 
case by allowing emails to be 
destroyed after learning of the 
lawsuit. 

That will mean Judge Koh 
can issue an "adverse infer¬ 
ence” instruction to the jury. 

R. Polk Wagner, a professor 
of patent law at the University 
of Pennsylvania, said the case 
is probably the biggest patent 
trial since the 1980s case in¬ 
volving photo giants Polaroid 
and Kodak, and is important 
because of its size and ability 
to set precedent. 

But Samsung could face 
big risks: If Apple wins, it 
would automatically get a per¬ 
manent injunction on sales of 
Samsung devices. And if Sam¬ 
sung makes only minor 
changes, Apple could ask for 
the Korean firm to be held in 
contempt. 

The case has huge financial 
implications for both firms and 
the burgeoning industry for 
mobile devices. 

A survey by research firm 
IDC showed Samsung shipped 
50.2 million smartphones 
globally in the April-June pe¬ 
riod, while Apple sold 26 mil¬ 
lion iPhones. IDC said 
Samsung held 32.6 percent of 
the market to 16.9 percent for 
Apple. 

Samsung is the leading 
maker of smartphones using 
Google's Android operating 
system, which has become the 
most popular platform despite 
complaints from Apple that it 
has infringed on its patents. 
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A series of American flags that were planted on the moon 
during visits by Apollo astronauts some four decades 
ago are still standing, except for one, a NASA scientist 
has said.

HSBC profits slide 
after scandals 


LONDON (AFP) - Europe's 
biggest bank by assets, HSBC, 
yesterday posted a drop in half- 
year profits after taking a $2.0 
billion-hit to cover costs from a 
US money-laundering scandal 
and mis-selling claims in 
Britain. 

Net profit dropped 8.0 per¬ 
cent to $8.44 billion (6.88 bil¬ 
lion euros) in the six months to 
June compared with the first 
half of 2011, the British lender 
said in a results statement. 

The Asia-focused bank's 
pre-tax profit rose 11 percent to 
$12.7 billion, boosted by asset 
sales, particularly in the United 
States. HSBC shares closed up 
0.79 percent to 535.30 pence on 
London's benchmark FTSE 100 
index, which ended with a gain 
of 1.18 percent at 5,693.63 
points. 

"Regulatory and compliance 
events in the first six months of 
the year overshadowed the fi¬ 
nancial performance. And that 
has added further to public con¬ 
cern and distrust of the banking 
industry," HSBC chairman 
Douglas Flint said in the earn¬ 
ings release. 

HSBC took a provision of 
$700 million to cover fines for 
failing to apply anti-money 
laundering rules, apologised 
again for the scandal and 
warned that the overall cost of 
the affair could be "signifi¬ 
cantly higher."

Air France-KLM losses deepen in 
second quarter 



The bank said it also set 
aside $1.35 billion, mainly to 
compensate clients who were 
mis-sold payment protection in¬ 
surance in Britain.

"Based on the facts currently 
known, HSBC has recognised a 
provision of $700 million, 
which reflects HSBC's best es¬ 
timate of the aggregate amount 
of fines and penalties that are 
likely to be imposed in connec¬ 
tion with these matters. 

"There is a high degree of 
uncertainty in making this esti¬ 
mate and it is possible that the 
amounts when finally deter¬ 
mined could be higher, possibly 
significantly higher," the bank 
added. 


PARIS (AFP) - Air France- 
KLM yesterday posted 895 
million euros ($1.1 billion) in 
losses for the second quarter, 
as it set aside 368 million euros 
in provisions to meet restruc¬ 
turing costs.

Hyundai recall 
220,00 cars in 
US due to 
airbag faults 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Hyundai 
is to recall more than 220,000 
cars in the United States due 
to two separate air bag de¬ 
fects, the Korean automaker 
said in filings to safety regu¬ 
lators released yesterday. 

The first defect — which 
was the subject of a class ac¬ 
tion lawsuit — could cause 
the airbag to fail to deploy in 
a crash if a "small statured" 
adult is in the front passenger 
seat. 

That recall affects 199,118 
Hyundai Santa Fe vehicles 
from the 2007 through 2009 
model years, the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration said. 

The second recall involves 
22,512 Hyundai Sonata vehi¬ 
cles with model years 2012 
and 2013, where a defect 
could cause the side curtain 
airbags to inflate even when 
a collision has not occurred. 


Unilever to sell US frozen 
meals unit 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
food and cosmetics giant 
Unilever said yesterday that it 
was selling its North American 
frozen meals business to US- 
based ConAgra as part of a 
plan to exit the global frozen 
foods industry. 

Unilever "has signed a de¬ 
finitive agreement for the sale 
of its North American frozen 
meals business to ConAgra for 
a total cash consideration of 
$265 million (216 million 
euros)," Unilever said in a 
statement. 

The sale, which is subject to 
regulatory approval, was "in 


ment compounded by oil price 
and exchange rate volatility, an 
improvement in our producti¬ 
vity and costs is even more 
necessary," said group chair¬ 
man Jean-Cyril Spinetta in a 
statement. 

The struggling airline group 
launched a three-year turn¬ 
around strategy in January to 
save 2 billion euros by 2015.

4.5 percent during the three 
months ending June to 6.5 bil¬ 
lion euros. 

Despite the headline loss 
increase, the market welcomed 
the company's comments that 
it expected a better perform¬ 
ance in the second half of the 
year, pushing the shares up by 
some 8.0 percent in a slightly 
firmer market. 

Additionally, the airline 
said its second quarter operat¬ 
ing loss fell to 66 million euros 
from the year-earlier 145 mil¬ 
lion euros. 

"The main point in the past 


quarter was that the core busi¬ 
ness (carrying passengers) has 
held up well and so far, has not 
been affected by the global 
economic slowdown, and 
more particularly by the slow¬ 
down in Europe and France," 
finance director Philippe 
Calavia told a conference call. 

Calavia said passenger traf¬ 
fic picked up 2.4 percent to 
55.4 million in the second 
quarter while capacity in¬ 
creased only slightly but the 
cargo was under pressure, with 
freight carried down 6.9 per¬ 
cent in the three months. 

The increase in the net loss 
reflected restructuring charges, 
most of which cover voluntary 
staff departures, Calavia said, 
adding that there might be ad¬ 
ditional costs although most 
were now done. 

The company also lost 372 
million euros on its fuel hedg¬ 
ing operations, he said, while 
noting that debt fell 280 mil¬ 
lion euros to 6.52 billion euros. 


Chrysler swings into Q2 
profit in turnaround 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US au¬ 
tomaker Chrysler said yester¬ 
day it swung into profit in the 
second quarter on a sales 
surge, as it continues to mark a 
turnaround under the helm of 
Italy's Fiat. 

Chrysler Group reported 
second-quarter net income of 
$436 million, compared with a 
net loss of $370 million a year 
ago. 

The third-largest US au¬ 
tomaker said that net income 
increased 141 percent in the 
second quarter, excluding a 
$551 million charge taken in 
the same period a year ago for 


repayment of a government 
bailout. 

In the first quarter, Chrysler 
had quadrupled profit from a 
year earlier, to $473 million. 

Revenue for the second 
quarter was $16.8 billion, a 23 
percent increase from a year 
earlier driven largely by higher 
shipments. 

Worldwide shipments 
surged 22 percent to 630,000 
vehicles. 

Chrysler also confirmed its 
2012 targets of around $65 bil¬ 
lion in sales and a net profit of 
around $1.5 billion.

PARIS (AFP) - Madonna 
has blamed a handful of 
"thugs” for an rowdy out¬ 
break that marred the end of 
a concert in Paris last week 
when the star bowed out 
after barely 45 minutes on 
stage. 

Videos on YouTube 
showed concert-goers shout¬ 
ing "refund”, while the US 
diva came under fire on 
Twitter from angry fans, 
some of whom paid more 
than 250 euros (300 dollars) 
and queued through the 
night for Thursday's event. 

In a statement posted on 
her website, Madonna in¬ 
sisted that "playing the 
Olympia was a magical mo¬ 
ment for me”. 

"Unfortunately at the end 
of the show — after I left the 
stage — a few thugs who 
were not my fans rushed the 
stage and started throwing 
plastic bottles pretending to 
be angry fans,” she said. 

"The press reports have 
focused on this and not the 
joyous aspect of the 
evening. But nothing can 
take away or ruin this very 
special evening for me and 
my fans.” 

Madonna's performance 
at the Olympia was initially 
greeted with enthusiastic 
cheers but the mood turned 
sour as it became clear that 
the 5 3-year-old diva was not 
coming back for an encore 
after about 45 minutes. 

A spokeswoman for the 
star said she had made an ef¬ 
fort to keep ticket prices af¬ 
fordable for the Olympia 
show, which cost close to a 
million dollars to produce.

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LONDON (AFP) - Switzerland footballer Michel Mor- 
ganella has been sent home from the Olympics after 
racially abusing South Korea's players on Twitter, team 
officials confirmed on Monday. Morganella had directed 
an offensive jibe at South Korea's players after Switzer¬ 
land's 2-1 defeat to the Asian giants on Sunday. In a post 
on Twitter that was later deleted, Morganella wrote: "I am 
going to batter the Koreans, burn them all... bunch of 
'trisos'." 'Trisos' is a French slang word for people born 
with Down's Syndrome. Morganella, a 23-year-old de¬ 
fender who plays his club football in Italy with Palermo, 
made the remarks after Switzerland's defeat to Korea. 
Morganella's early departure from the Olympics makes 
him the second athlete to pay the price for a Twitter-re¬ 
lated offence. 



LONDON (AFP) - China's Cao Yuan and Zhang Yanquan 
won 10m platform diving gold on Monday after Britain's 
Tom Daley and Pete Waterfield fell from the top spot and 
out of the medals following a botched fourth dive. The 
Chinese teenagers tallied 486.78 points from their six 
dives to win the event from Mexio's Ivan Navarro and 
German Sanchez, who took silver, and American bronze 
medallists David Boudia and Nicholas McCrory. Cao, 17, 
and Zhang, 18, who won both the Beijing and Moscow 
legs of the 2012 world series and also triumphed in Feb¬ 
ruary's test event, claimed gold on their Olympic debuts. 
It leaves China, seeking the first sweep of eight Olympic 
diving titles, with two golds from the opening two events 
after Wu Minxia claimed her third synchronised 3m 
springboard Olympic victory alongside partner He Zi on 
Sunday. Cao said he hopes Chinese divers go on to 
sweep the medals having won seven from eight at the 
Bejing games four years ago and ten from ten at last 
year's world championships. A mistake on their fourth 
dive cost British pin-up Daley and his partner dearly as 
they surrendered their lead to finish the round, and ulti¬ 
mately the competition, in fourth. Waterfield later admit¬ 
ted it was his mistake which cost the pair dearly, but 
Daley refused to point the finger of blame. Having won 
a silver in the same event at the 2004 Athens Games, 
Waterfield admitted he was bitterly disappointed.

Defending champions China win men's 
artistic gymnastics team final 



LONDON (AFP) - China 
bounced back to defend their 
Olympic men's team gymnas¬ 
tics title Monday as hosts 
Great Britain snatched a his¬ 
toric bronze medal — but 
missed out on silver to Japan 
after a judges' inquiry. 

Having ranked sixth in 
qualifying, China appeared to 
have lost the lustre that saw 
them dominate on home soil in 
Beijing four years ago, but 
they rediscovered their poise 
to claim a third Olympic team 
crown in four attempts. 

A fall from superstar Kohei 
Uchimura on the pommel 
horse initially saw Japan finish 
fourth, but they successfully 
appealed against his score, 
dropping Britain down to third 
and leaving fuming Ukraine 
empty-handed. 

It provided a chaotic end to 
proceedings at London's North 
Greenwich Arena, but Britain 
were nonetheless able to cele¬ 
brate a first medal in the team 
event since their bronze at 
Stockholm 1912. 

Supreme in qualifying, the 
United States never recovered 
from a poor start on the floor 
and the pommel horse and fin¬ 
ished in fifth place, with Rus¬ 


sia sixth, Germany seventh, 
and France eighth. 

China were sixth after the 
first rotation but they stormed 


back on the vault, with Zou 
Kai, Zhang Chenglong and 
Feng Zhe all registering scores 
above 15.900. 


French upset Aussie Opals in 
over-time 


LONDON (AFP) - Emile 
Gomis scored 22 points as 
France beat Australia 74-70 in 
over-time Monday, setting 
back the Opals' quest for 
women's basketball gold after 
three Olympic silver medals in 
a row. 

French captain Celine 
Dumerc scored 13 points 
while Sandrine Gruda and Ed- 
wige Lawson-Wade each 
added 11 and Isabelle Ya- 
coubou contributed 10 points 
and seven rebounds as France 
moved atop preliminary Group 
B with the victory. 

Women's NBA star centre 
Lauren Jackson managed only 
13 points and six rebounds be¬ 
fore fouling out. Aussie Liz 
Cambage had 12 points before 
fouling out as well. 

"It was a great game but for 
us it was a bit of a shame," 
Jackson said. "France played 
awesome." 

Suzy Batkovic led the 
Opals with 17 points and 10 


rebounds. 

The Aussies, runners-up to 
the United States in the past 
three Olympics, jumped to 
their largest lead at 10-2 in the 
opening moments but the 
French battled back to be 28- 
27 ahead at half-time. 

France stretched the lead to 
51-40 before Australia scored 
the last 12 points of the third 
quarter to seize the lead enter¬ 
ing the fourth quarter. 

Australia's Belinda Snell 
sank a dramatic three-pointer

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Federer, Williams 
sisters in golden 
form 



Roger Federer underlined his 
desire to win Olympic singles 
gold with a demolition of 
Julien Benneteau Monday, 
while Serena and Venus 
Williams followed his example 
with equally dominant dis¬ 
plays. 

Federer and the Williams 
sisters have a remarkable 17 
Wimbledon singles titles and 
38 grand slam crowns between 
them in their illustrious careers, 
and the trio showed their class 
as they marched into the last 
16. 

World number one Federer 
needed three sets to win his 
first match against Alejandro 
Falla, but the newly re¬ 
crowned Wimbledon champion 
took the express route Monday 
with a 6-2, 6-2 victory over 
France’s Benneteau in just 58 
minutes. 

Serena, who like Federer is 
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aiming to follow her latest 
Wimbledon success with a first 
singles gold medal, swept 
through to the last 16 with a 6- 
2, 6-3 victory against Urszula 
Radwanska. 

And Venus, a singles gold 
medallist at the Sydney Games 


in 2000, demolished Italian 
ninth seed Sara Errani 6-3, 6-1 
in a first round match resched¬ 
uled due to Sunday’s heavy 
rain. 

Federer admitted he had 
struggled with the extra pres¬ 
sure of representing Switzer¬ 
land at the Games after 
Saturday’s opening match 
against Falla. 

Elsewhere on Monday, 
three-time Wimbledon runner- 
up Andy Roddick defeated Slo¬ 
vakia’s Martin Klizan 7-5, 6-4 
to set up a second round clash 
with Serbian second seed 
Novak Djokovic. 

Women's world number one 
Victoria Azarenka also ad¬ 
vanced to the last 32 with a 6- 
1, 3-6, 6-1 victory over 
Romania's Irina-Camelia Begu.

LONDON (AFP) - Fifteen-year-old Lithuanian Ruta Meilu- 
tyte edged out American world champion Rebecca Soni 
for the gold medal in an exciting Olympic Games 100m 
breaststroke final on Monday. Meilutyte led all the way to 
post a brilliant win over Soni in one minute 05.47 sec¬ 
onds, prevailing by just eight-hundredths of a second. 
The schoolgirl became the first to win a swimming gold 
medal for Lithuania, which was once part of the Soviet 
Union. Meilutyte, who used her early speed off the 
blocks, held onto her lead despite Soni's desperate fin¬ 
ishing lunge at the wall. Japan's Satomi Suzuki was third. 
Meilutyte, coached in England at Plymouth College, ar¬ 
rived at the Games with a best time of 1:07.20 and bet¬ 
tered it by 1.73secs to become Olympic champion.

LONDON (AFP) - China's Li Xueying set two new Olympic 
records as she crushed her rivals on the way to claiming 
gold in the women's -58kg class yesterday. Asian Games 
champion Li, also the current world silver medallist, pro¬ 
duced a stunning performance in an enthralling compe¬ 
tition at a packed ExCeL arena. The 22-year-old recorded 
a combined total of 246kg after snatching 108kg and reg¬ 
istering a best in the clean and jerk of 138kg. Both the 
snatch and total were Olympic records. She narrowly 
missed a final clean and jerk at 144kg which would have 
given her a deserved world record. Thailand's Pimsiri 
Sirikaew took silver with a total of 236kg (100,136), with 
Ukraine's Yuliya Kalina claiming bronze with 235kg (106, 
129). The gold medal showing was sweet revenge for Li 
over Belarus' current world champion Natassia 
Novikava, who trumped the Chinese lifter at the 2011 
world championships in Paris. Novikava dramatically 
saw her final clean and jerk at 133kg ruled out by the 
judges after she tottered on the stage and the Belarus 
lifter missed out altogether on the podium, finishing 
down in seventh. 
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Agnel untouchable in 200m freestyle 
victory

Popular Kim sets 
world record on 
way to -62kg gold 



LONDON (AFP) - Yannick 
Agnel won the men's 200m 
freestyle in scintillating style 
Monday, but teenager Missy 
Franklin helped the United 
States stay in front of France 
in the Olympic swimming 
medals race. 

Agnel, whose storming an¬ 
chor leg gave France the 
4x100m upset win over the 
United States on Sunday, fol¬ 
lowed up with a masterful 
performance in a 200m free 
final loaded with talent. 

Agnel won France's third 
swimming gold of the Games 
in lmin 43. Msec as Asian ri¬ 
vals Park Tae-Hwan of South 
Korea and Sun Yang of China 
dead-heated for silver behind 
him in 1:44.93 — 1.79sec 
adrift. 

Reigning world champion 
Ryan Lochte, a dominant 
winner in the men's 400m 
medley, was relegated to 


fourth place and world 
record-holder Paul Bieder- 
mann of Germany was fifth. 

It was Agnel's second 
straight victory over US star 
Lochte, who was anchoring 
the US 4x100m freestyle 
relay on Sunday when Agnel 
surged past him in the final 
50m to give France the gold 
medal — avenging their nar¬ 
row loss to the Americans in 
the same relay four years ear¬ 
lier in Beijing. 

"He is a great racer," 
Lochte said of Agnel, also 
noting that the depth of the 
field left no margin for error 
— an opinion borne out by 
Park and Sun's dead-heat for 
a shared silver medal. 

While Lochte couldn't add 
to his 400m medley gold and 
relay silver, 17-year-old US 
sensation Missy Franklin 
lived up to her billing in her 
first individual Olympic final 


as she stormed past Aus¬ 
tralia's Emily Seebohm on 
the second lap to win the 
women's 100m backstroke 
gold. 

Franklin barely had time to 
catch her breath after nabbing 
the eighth and last spot in the 
200m freestyle final before 
she returned for the 100m 
back. 

But she had plenty in the 
tank as she took down See¬ 
bohm in a time of 58.33sec. 

Seebohm, who flirted with 
the world record in the heats, 
settled for silver in 58.68 and 
Japan's Ay a Terakawa earned 
bronze in 58.83. 

"This is indescribable, I 
can't believe that just hap¬ 
pened," gasped Franklin, who 
wasn't the only teen queen of 
the night. 

Matt Grevers took the 
American gold tally from 
three days of racing to four as 
he led a US one-two ahead of 
Nick Thoman in the men's 
100m backstroke. 

Grevers, a silver medallist 
in Beijing who failed to qual¬ 
ify for the 2011 world cham¬ 
pionships, showed he was 
back with a vengeance with 
an Olympic record of 
52.16sec. 

He ran down pace-setter 
Camille Lacourt on the final 
lap, the French world cham¬ 
pion fading to fourth behind 
Thoman (52.92) and Japan's 
Ryosuke Irie (52.97). 


LONDON (AFP) - Fans' 
favourite Kim Un-Guk of 
North Korea set a world 
record in total by equalling an¬ 
other in the snatch as he won 
the men's -62kg Olympic 
weightlifting class in emphatic 
style here on Monday. 

Kim snatched 153kg, also a 
new Olympic record, to match 
Chinese Shi Zhiyong's world 
record, and then went on to 
clean and jerk 174kg for a 
combined total of 327kg, beat¬ 
ing the previous record held 
by China's Zhang Jie by 1kg. 

Colombian Oscar Figueroa 
claimed a shock silver with a 
total of 317kg (140, 177), his 
clean and jerk a new Olympic 
record, while Indonesia's 
Irawan Eko Yuli took bronze 
with 317kg (145, 172) on the 
bodyweight rule. 

Asiad champion Zhang fin¬ 
ished in fourth, 3kg off the 
podium. 


The gold for Kim was 
North Korea's second in as 
many days after Om Yun-Chol 
produced a stunning upset in 
the men's -56kg class on Sun¬ 
day. 

But unlike his low-key 
teammate 24 hours earlier, 
Kim's demonstrative show¬ 
manship proved a hit with 
spectators. 

Each time he set foot on the 
podium, the North Korean 
grinned at the cheering crowd, 
a roar as he approached the 
barbell eliciting similar grunts 
back from the 6,000 fans. 

Progressing smoothly from 
145kg to 150 and 153 in the 
snatch, Kim's reaction after 
each successful lift was one of 
unmitigated joy, prompting 
him to scream, shake his right 
fist out over the bar and jump 
in the air before rapidly skip¬ 
ping off the platform. The 
crowd, quite simply, adored it.
